The Pertruiset Powder. 

The London Times describes some inter- 
esting experiments recently made in that 
city with Pertruiset powder. These ex. 
permments were made with an Adams re- 
volver, the inventor of the pistol firing the 
shots himself, and were witn by a 
small party of army officers. soon as 
the party were fairly assembiéd, a horse 
was kd into theshed—a beast with wicked 
eyes and hind legs showing takable 
marks of contaet with splinter! bars. He 
had been condemned ag bimably vi- 
cious. As he faced Mr. Apams he stood 
quietly enough watching the tiny weapon. 
The pistol is aimed at the forehead, righ? 
between the eyes; there is a tiny report; the 
effect of the shock is shown to shtek every 
vital function in the trame of the animal. 
he sinks instantly upon his Knees, and 
then comes lumbering down to the ground 
i @ heap. A thin wreath of gray smoke 
curls from his forehead. Three or four 
convulsive kicka and then complete still- 
ness. The whole appears simple enough, 
and nothing more than would have hap- 
pened with any bullet sent into the brain. 
Wait a little. That head must be exam- 


eitroyed—a mass of gray and white matter 
devoid of consistency. When the loose 
material is lifted out there is 4 hole like 
the crater of a mine, seven inches by six 
broad. Part of the bullet had been driven 
up to the back of the head. | And this 
work was done by a weapon thats man 
can carry in his vest-pocket. 
An experiment was then made to ascer- 
tain the effectof an explosive bullet fired 
at a fleshy part of the bedy, and for this 
purpose a dead carcass was as | as @ 
living creature, so the feat of animal 
just slain were lifted up by ropes thrown 
over a beam and the shoulder fairly ex- 
posed toa side shot. The spot chosen was 
clear ot the bone. There was no smoke 
trom the wound, but after a moment plen- 
ty of the same gray vapor oan from the 
gash in the chest made by the knite after 
the horse’s fall. Search was made scien. 
tifically. First the wound was probed, 
then the shoulder removed, and! it became 
perceptible that the bullet d passed 
through the third rib into the cavity of the 
chest. The rib was removed and the hole 
enlarged, so that the eager ers could 
pry into that wonderful bollow where the 
heart and lungs are laid so cunously and 
perfectly by nature, There is|a mark on 
the opposite wall of the cavity. A little 
further on a blackened place is|/found, and 
in it the exploded bullet. The gas had 
mostly sprung out into the hallow space 
and so found its way through the gaping 
wound in the chest. 
During the experiments ordinary 
bullet was fired from the pistol at 
the forehead of a superaanuated horse. The 
anima! was killed, but the telis us 
that he was “not so dead” as one shot 
with the bullet charged with the Pertrui- 
set powder. This powder, for|which the 
inventor, M. PERTRUISET, c absolute 
safety in use, was first employed for small 
bullets only, and its adoption |by Russia 
led to the Congress at St. Petersburg, 
where the principal military) powers of 
Europe decided not to use it in small arm 
ammunition against men. é

A corres eat of the London Standard 
writes:  ‘*You and your readera will be sur- 
prised, and Iimagine somewhat disappoiated 
to find that I am still here, considering that if 
wrote five days ago to say that | had obtained 
Count Bismarck’s permission to preceed to 
headquarters.

It was not addressed to me, but to his 
subordinates at the War Office; and it was to 
the eflect that he could consider no permis- 
sion as of any valué unless it proceeded from 
the King bin.self. Here was a blow. After 
waiting with the utmost impatience for eight 
and forty bours, to be told thatI ma:t begin 
my labors all over again. I confess I did uot 
expect to come to Fermang, and least of all to 
Prussia, to find Count Buwmarck’s orders not 
worth the paper they were written on.” 
The War in Paragraphs. 
A LETTER written by a soidier in garrison at 
Metz to his faiher states that with some of 
his comrades he went outside the fortress in 
the direction of Verdun to see with bis own 
eyes the resulis of the struggle, and that as 
faras the view extended an immense heap ol 
Prussian corpses were to be seen lying in ite 
dust. He calculates that there were at least 
eight of the enemy to one Frenchman. 
Tak following concerning the temper with 
which the peopie of the conquered French 
provinces the Germans is taken from 
a letter written at Baden: ‘‘The state of pablic 
opinion in the French provinces is deplora- 
ble, and the Germans have to struggle with a- 
national fanaticism aroused to the highest 
postible degree, ‘The inbabitante of Alsace 
oppose an armed resistance to the soldiers. 
‘Lhey even go so far as to poison the wells. 
The number of peasants shot is not twenty- 
six; but a far higher figure.”’
